Several amendments were writ- 
ten into the measure befage it was 
voted out, many of them being of 
a minor nature. One provided that 
the right to condemn property by 
eminent domain, in the formation 
of a district, would not permit the 
taking of water or power systems 
now performing beneficial service 
to the public. 
Another stipulated that the wa- 
ter to be taken should be from 
the unappropriated waters of the 
stream. 
The proposal is to supply water 
for domestic and municipal uses 
to Los Angeles, San Diego, Pasa- 
dena and several other cities in the 
southern part of the State. 
Volney H. Craig of San Fernan- 
do opposed the bill, saying it 
would increase tax levies because 
of necessary bond issues until the 
taxes would be confiscatory. He 
said it was impossible to think 
that his property would receive 
any benefit, as the expense of 
pumping water 1600 feet in height 
puts irrigation out of the question. 
He declared that Los Angeles can 
secure sufficient water from Owens 
River and other sources without 
going to the Colorado River. 
Philip Sterry, who said he rep- 
resented Dr. Millbank Jobneon 
and was requested to present the 
views of R. W. Pridham, president 
of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, ke in opposition to 
the measure.

LONG BEACH 
VOTES FUND 
FOR PENSION 


Early Returns Give Huge 
Majority for Fireman, 
Police Relief Grant

LONG BEACH, April §.-—On the 
face of early returns tonight Long 
Beach voters appear to have ap- 
proved overwhelmingly the amend- 
ment to the city charter creating @ 
disability, relief and pension fund 
for city firemen and policemen. 

This proposition was one of 
about thirty-six proposed amend- 
ments to the charter voted on to- 
day. The pension proposition at- 
tracted the greatest amount of in- 
terest along with Proposition 16, 
which proposed to abolish the civil 
service for municipal employees. 
The latter proposition was vor- 
ously fought by not only the em- 
ployees, but by taxpayers not con- 
nected with the administration on 
the ground that the abolishment 
of the civil service would place the 


The pro- 
posal seems to have been swatted 
by the voters. . 


CARRIES 5 TO 1 
The pension amendment ap- 
peared on the face of early returns 
to have carried by at least 6 to 1. 
The proposal to elect Council- 
men by wards was so vigorously 
fought that early returns gave no 
definite indication as to which way 
it might go. Both sides were 
claiming victory. 
Proposal No. 4, giving the City: 
Manager far greater powers, inciud- 
ing virtua] control over city ap- 
pointments, was suffering defeat 
with early returns. 
Proposals to increase salaries of 
city officials, on the whole, appear 
to be doomed to decisive defeat. 
These included the City Auditor 
and city judge, the former from 
$2000 to $6000 per year, and the 
latter from $3000 to $6000. 


VOTING I8 CLOSE 

The proposal to reorganize the 
elty legal department and increase 
the salary of City Attorney from 
$5000 to $10,000 appears to have 
been defeated, although the vote is 
so close that the measure may win 
by a close margin after all the 
votes are in. The sentiment on 
this measure admittedly was fa 
vorable to the extent that City At- 
torney Mason has the sympathy or 
the people as indicated by the fact 
that this proposed salary increase 
is receiving a large number of fa- 
vorable votes, while other salary 
measures are being defeated beyond 
a question of doubt. In fact, none 
of the salary increase measures 
are being defeated on personal:

University Branch Heard 


Legislative Committee Not 
Impressed by Arguments

SACRAMENTO, April 8.—South- 
ern California interests opposed to 
the action of the Regents of the 
University of California in select- 
ing the Westwood-Beverly Hills 
site in Los Angeles for the South- 
ern Branch of the University of 
California today made their appeal 
for an investigation of the matter 
before the Senate Committee on 
Universities. 

The question was put to the com- 
mittee through the resolution by 
Senator J. J. Hollister, Santa Bar- 
bara county, requesting the ap- 
pointment of a Senate committee 
to Investigate the selection of the 
Westwood-Beverly HMills site on 
the ground that it is too small to 
provide for agricultural education. 

In addition to Hollister, Assem- 
blyman E. O. Campbell of Santa 
Barbara and C. C. F. Kelsey of 
Santa Paula, who said he was 
chairman of a Southern Branch 
site committee, and represented 
the civic organizations and wom- 
en's clubs of six counties, spoke 
against the site selected. While 
their particular objection to the 


Westwood-Beverly Hills site is that 
it is not large enough to provide 
adequately for agriculture, Camp- 
bell and Kelsey declared that the 
moral welfare of the students 
might be endangered by locating 
the university in the neighborhood 
of motion-picture studios. 

Robert Sproul, comptroller of the 
University of California, appeared 
in defense of the site chosen. He 
told how the regents had given 
careful and painstaking thought to 
the selection of a site for the 
branch of the university, and ex- 
pressed belief the best one was 
chosen.

DOLLAR LINE 
WITHDRAWS 
ON YANGTZE 


Piracy and Interference 
by Military in That Part of 
China Cause 


SHANGHAI, April 8.—Owing to 
piractes and continued military 
interference, the Dollar Steamship 
Company has decided to with- 
draw from the upper Yangtze 
River, according to an announce- 
ment made by J. Harold“ Dollar, 
vice-president. 

The Dollar interests in the ple- 
turesque Yangtze route have been 
sold to Butterfield & Swire, the 
largest British shipping concern in 
China. The sale includes the shal- 
low-draft steamer Alice Dollar, 
and shore property at Ichang and 
Chungking. The service between 
Shanghai and Hankow is wunaf- 
fected by the sale. 

Only one American shipping com- 
pany is left operating through the 
scenic gorges of the upper Yang- 
tre. This is the C. R. Cox Com- 
pany, which operates five or six 
steamers between Ichang and 
Chungking. 

The news of .the Dollar with- 
drawal came as @ surprise to ship- 
ping circles here, as these interests 
recently succeeded in having Con- 
gress appropriate $4,500,000 for a 
feet of six gunboats to protect 
American lives and property along 
the Yangtze. The withdrawal 
leaves the Yangtze service chiefly 
in the hands of British and Ja-

Jews Flood Country on 
Invitation of President 
Calles; Capital Center

MEXICO CITY. April 8.—Jews 
are coming to Mexico in ever-in- 
creasing numbers and, within the 
next ten years, it is estimated at 
the offices of the B'nai B'rith, there 
will be more than 60,000 Israelites 
in Mexico City alone, while ten 
years ago, there were hardly 6000. 

During his tour of Europe as 
President-elect if the fall of 1924, 
reports began to reach Mexico that 
Gen. Calles had conferred with 
Jewish leaders in Germany and 
other portions of Europe, and that 
at these conferences Jews were 
given to understand that they 
would be welcomed in Mexico as 
emigrants, while a number of 
Jewish colonizing plans were dis- 
cussed at the time. 

The result has been that since 
Gen. Calles assumed the Presi- 
dency the influx has been notably 


evident and shows no sign of 
abatement. At least 10.000 Jews 
now from the Hebrew colony in 


Mexico City, and there % a Jew- 
ish community in practically every 
city of importance in the country. 
The Jews have settled, apart from 
Mexico City. chiefly in Monterey, 
Torreon, Chihuahua and Tampico. 
In récent months the figures given 
of Jews arriving at Mexican ports 
are placed at 1000 per month.

It is not likeiy 
that a new conference would interfere with 
this program, as it already has been inter- 
nationally agreed upon, but it would block 
its expansion. Japan is putting forth a 
large number of airplanes and probably will 
soon have a greater number than the Unit 
ed States; though of naval planes, accord- 
ing to a recent report made by Commander’ 
Archibald D. Turnbull of our Navy, we now 
have 228 to Janan’s 170. France now leads 
all nations in the air, having 1188 army and 
54 fleet planes. Japan has 410 army planes

Just why the Japanese press should ac- 
cuse us of wanting in good faith because 
our President has suggested a further cur- 
tailment of arms all around it is hard to 
understand.

ENT LEVELS COMPARED 

Commenting on the results of a recent 
survey made by the Department of Labor 
of rental conditions in the cities of the 
United States, some of the eastern news- 
papers seek to make capital out of the fact 
that, while rents have increased 60 per cent 
in New York and other eastern cities, they 
have risen 69 per cent in the Southwest, 
due in part to the increases in Southern 
California cities. 

In the warped intellects of the envious, 
that is proof of extortion, of the manner 
in which the new arrivals are promptly and 
rapidly relieved of their shekels. If those 
critics were more discerning they would 
understand that this rent increase in Los 
Angeles and other parts of Southern Calf 
fornia is simply another proof of progress 
and development. The report referred to 
does not show that rents are higher in Los 
Angeles than in New York—in fact, they 
are not nearly so high—it only refers to 
the increase since 1917. 

Rents, on the average, are probably 75 
per cent higher in Los Angeles than they 
were in 1917. This fact may be taken as 
established. But what is the contributing 
cause? 

Rents are by the amount of 
money the building and the ground it occu- 
ples represent. To be profitable to the 
owner the property must produce a return 
of at least 6 per cent on the sale value, 
after allowance for taxes and depreciation 
has been made. The population of Los 
Angeles has more than doubled since 1917. 
The increase in population dnd industry has 
caused land values to triple during that pe- 
riod, and the cost of material and construc 
tion has doubled. This increase of more 
than 200 per cent in the value of the rent- 
able property necessitates a sharp rise in 
rentals in order that the investment may 
still be profitable. 

Land values have made but a moderate 
increase in the East, and rents have there 
risen in proportion. They have tripled and 
quadrupled in Los Angeles, and it is to the 
credit of the owners of rental property on 
the whole that the rent increases have not 
averaged more than 75 per cent. 

There are, of course, instances where 
landlords take advantage of the lack of 
houses for rent to charge exofbitant prices.

Three Santa Fe Springs Men 
Sentenced for Fraud 


Two Go to Leavenworth, One 
to County Jail 


Judge Scores Methods Used 
to Sell Prospects 


Scoring the tectural method of 
selling. including free lunches, 
free rides and the attendant al- 
lurements, and pointing te the 
credulous victime who 80 often are 
duped by them, United States 
Judge Paul J. McCormick yester- 
day afternoon sentenced James 
M. Ferdon, W. FP. Vurpillat and 
8S. M. Welles to jail terms and fines 
for using the math to defraud 


in connection with the Co-oper- 
ative Oil Syndicate of Santa Fe 
Springs. 
Ferdon and Vurpillat drew es- 
pecial censure of the judge. All 
three men were convicted on two 
counts. Ferdon and Vurpillat re- 
ceived terms in Leavenworth ot 
two years on each count, the 
terms to run concurrently, and 
$1000 fine on each of the two 
counts. Welles was sentenced to 
one year in the Les Angeles 
County Jalil and fines of $1000 on 
each of the two counts, - 
In passing sentence, Judge Me- 
Cormick denied motion for new 
trial and refused to grant proba- 
tion under the act of Congress, ef- 
fective March 4, in which proba- 
tionary measures are permitted by 
Federal judges.

$1,000,000, of which $125,000 was 
used to bore a wildcat well.
